AMENDED DRAFT BILL 
The house of represcntallvca m*ay have won 
■ Jtscir some votes through Ita recent passage 
of an amendment to the selective service 
act, but It hardly hastened the winning of 
the war. In fact, It may have forced con- 
gress a step closer to a national service act 
which, right or wrong", needed or not, would 
scarcely, add to any present member's plur- 
auty. For this amended bill, if passed by the 
senate, premises to leave the manpower sit- 
uation more chaotic than ever, and Its con- 
trol more hieffectual. 

^ This bill Is a splenetic measure aimed at 
"draft dodgers" In government service, but 
affecting the whole country. Probably its 
• most significant feature Is not the abolition 
: of the Induction-quota system which puts 
; all pre-Pearl Harbor fathers at the bottom 
. of the barrel, but the section that prohibits 
_ the induction of men by occupational groups. 

That, of course. Is n reverso-english method 
: of wiping out future occupational deferment, 

- and canceling Manpower Commissioner Mc- 
Nutt'a "work or fight" order. It will moan. 

- that the skilled but unmarried assembler of 
an Intricate bombslght, or the experienced 
foreman In a plane factory, married but 
childless, would be Inducted before the book- 
maker who has a wife and child to support. 

Anyone who has seen 10 factory workers 
ImmobUlzed because a foreman has gone 
to war and left no one to replace him, any- 
one who has seen a production line bottle- 
necked by the slowness of a new, unskilled 
worker at a critical post, knows that this 
legislation Isn't going to help matters. 

Tlie labor "freeze" on the west coast has 
been a belated step toward reme(lylng these 
conditions, as far as civilian Job-changing 
goes. But you can't "freeze" o war worker 
out of the army. And as for "work or fight," 
congress can share respoaslbUlty for that 
edict's very Indifferent success. Certainly the 
lack of agreement between Commissioner 
McNutt and General Hershey of selective 
service was no help. But, ]ust as Important, 
congress always had some pending "escape" 
legislation on the back of the stove — the 
KUday blU, the Wheeler bill, and now this 
one— that kept fathers in unessential work 
Irom taking It seriously. 

Whatever excuse the house had for ex- 
posing "draft dodgers" in government. It 
scarcely warranted this amended blU. Con- 
BTes* knows, and It was told again by the 
President Just before the house acted, that 
more than two-thirds of the nearly 3,000,000 
. men and women In government arc working 
for thB army and navy, most of them pro- 
ducing or servicing the tools of war. The 
President said that 6,043 single men and 
7,049 childless married men have been given 
: occupational deferment, 
- Maybe they shouldn't have It But perhaps 
the senate will find a more fair and direct 
way of correcting the Bltuatlon.

This was' Indicated by ofllclol 
printed poatcords received from 
many prisoners by tho civilian In- 
ternees at Santo Tomaa, some of 
whom now ore bcins repatriated 
aboard the Swedish liner Qrlpsholm. 

Hundrcdfl of other members of 
the surrendered United Stalca 
forces were taken to the main pris- 
on camp at Cabonatuan. about CO 
miles northeast of Manila and to 
DavAo and Mindanao. Moat of tlie 
officers. IncludlnK Ecnerals and 
colonels, were' removed to camps In 

Of the several Ihoiisand who were 
forced . to march from Balaan to 
Cabonatuan. only obout-d^fiOO were 
left In the latter place In Stptcm- 
.ber and BOO of thcso were In the 
camp hospital, mostly victims ol 
malaria and dysentery. 

Malaria proved the real curse ol 
Balaan. Hundreds of captured sol- 
diers died on the march to Cabana- 
tuan and other hundreds— some es- 
timates run aa high as 3,000-dIed 
In camp before September.
